George ll W irt, chief forest fire 
w arden of Pennsylvania, said to ­ 
day.

Three solid pages of St. Louis Post-Dispatch of last Sunday’s 
issue were illumined by the most thorough, scholarly and candid 
round-up story of the national depression th a t it has been our for­ 
tune to read in any newspaper, magazine or book in a year. 
This 
m asterpiece of feature-w riting was by Charles G Ross, chief of the 
Post-D ispatch W ashington bureau. 
Through exhaustive research Mr. Ross found that the depression 
is largely the problem of industry, with m al-distribution of wealth 
the root cause of both “overproduction” and unemployment. 
Here are 
some of the points brought into clear relief in this extraordinary 
article: 
Hard tim es have produced hard thinking. 
The capitalistic system 
of governm ent is on trial. 
To real intelligently with the depression 
the naked facts m ust be known to the people 
Th* re is much loose 
thinking, for instance the dem and th at “governm ent keep out of busi­ 
ness" while, at the same time, business keeps running to government 
for subsidies and subventions. The forthcom ing se hon ol congress 
may be historic. 
The governm ent ran a deficit of $903,000,000 in the 
last fiscal year, and $661,000,000 in four m onths ot the current fiscal 
year. 
In 14 years the governm ent receipts and expenditures have 
leaped from a billion to four billions of dollars, one billion going tor 
m ilitary pensions, compensations, etc., and more th an a billion for in ­ 
terest on and statutory retirem ent of war debts. 
Governm ent over­ 
head continues, without possibility of im portant retrenchm ent, while 
sources of revenue from prospering private business are drying up. 
Economy can't cure* the deficit. 
The question becomes: Shall the 
government borrow or create new taxes to meet the emergency? 
How 
should new tax burdens be distributed? 
Mr. Ross quotes various 
authorities on wealth distribution, one showing th a t 2 per cent of the 
population (very lich i own 60 per cent of the accum ulated wealth of 
the nation, 33 per cent (m iddle-class) own 3ft per cent of the wealth, 
and 65 lier cent (poor) own 5 per cent of the wealth. 
The frank 
views of economists and official investigators are cited. 
O ther m atters liberally covered in the story concern the evils of 
the m achine age. the division of profits by capital and labor, a possible 
program covering taxation, utilities, the tariff, plight of the farm er, 
prohibition, short work week and various international complications. 
The conclusion reached by the writer is that, conceivably, we can 
usher in a new prosperity through a readjustm ent of the distribution 
of the benefits of the machine. 
However, he is sure th at the American 
people m ust revise their economic and soGal ideals. This, says Mr. 
Ross, is "the great need."

in October, with 4165 p u to n s 0111 
the roll at the end cf the m onth I 
These were 1,523 new patients. 353 
patients discharged anc! 125 trails- ! 
fcrred to the sanatoria. 
Nearly 4,000 patients returned to 
the clinics during the m onth for re­ 
exam inations. and the state nurses 
visited 4,705 in the homes. 
These 
figures only partially reveal the ac­ 
tivities of county medical directors 
visiting nurses of the state health 
departm ent and • clinic physicians, 
as they combine with other agencies 
for the battle against the common 
enem y of depression tim es— tuber­ 
culosis. 


Harrisburg—November figures on 
communicable diseases were given 
cut by Dr. J. Moore Campbell, chief 
of that bureau in the state depart­ 
ment of health, today. 
Infantile
